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ANNUAL  REPORT  -  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 

During  this  past  year  considerable  thought  has  been  given 
to  making  maximum  utilization  of  existing  space  at  Riverside 
Cemetery  while  accepting  the  fact  that  so-called  family  plots 
are  practically  nonexistant.  It  appears,  with  good  advice,  that 
plots  comprising  two  spaces  will  be  available  for  some  time. 

The  Board  unanimously  agreed  that  future  sales  would  be 
granted  only  with  the  inclusion  of  perpetual  care.  This  came 
about  from  the  realization  that  we  are  presently  mowing,  trim- 
ming, and  raking  all  lots  but  inflationary  trends  absolutely 
prohibit  leveling  or  care  and  upkeep  of  gravestones  or  plot  fen- 
cing under  the  priviso  of  Perpet.  Care. 

This  year  we  have  removed  more  than  a  dozen  dead  elm 
trees  and  additional  trees  are  scheduled  to  be  removed  by  the 
State  along  the  highway.  Another  expense  forthcoming  is  the 
replacement  of  the  former  iron  railing  on  the  Tarleton 
Cemetery  in  Pit  Lane  with  granite  curbing  during  1977. 

The  trustees  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  citizens 
who  so  thoughtfully  and  ably  assisted  in  general  upkeep  of  our 
cemeteries  this  past  year  and  especially  during  Memorial  Day.

In  July  the  Library  celebrated  the  75th  anniversary  of  its 
founding  with  both  a  tea  honoring  former  librarians  and 
trustees  and  with  a  children's  party. 

In  addition  to  purchasing  new  volumes,  the  "Abridged 
Readers  Guide"  to  periodicals  is  now  available  for  students  and 
others  to  assist  with  reference  material,  and  the  state 
bookmobile  continues  to  loan  both  fiction  and  nonfiction. 
Specific  book  requests  in  the  areas  of  research  and  non-fiction 
can  be  supplied  directly  to  our  library  through  the  state 
facilities,  as  can  16mm  sound  films  on  a  variety  of  subjects. 

A  reminder  -  any  resident  of  New  Castle,  upon  applying  to 
our  library,  may  receive  a  statewide  borrower's  card.  This  en- 
titles the  holder  to  borrow,  free  of  charge,  from  any  affiliated 
library. 

Other  services  available,  through  our  affiliation  with  the 
state  library  system,  include:  talking  books,  magnetic  tapes, 
tape  casettes,  large  print  books,  and  page  turners. 

A  shut-in  service  is  provided  by  the  librarian  and 
volunteers  for  those  unable  to  get  to  the  library. 

Anyone  who  would  like  more  information  on  any  of  these 
services  is  encouraged  to  speak  to  a  trustee  or  the  librarian. 

We  are  particularly  fortunate  to  have  the  support  of  an  ac- 
tive "Friends  of  the  Library"  group  in  New  Castle.  They 
welcome  all  interested  persons  to  their  activities  and  monthly 
meetings.  Our  special  thanks  to  this  group  for  their  work 
hostessing  the  75th  anniversary  activities  in  July  and  for 
providing  the  warm  hospitality  of  holiday  decorations  and 
refreshments,  in  addition  to  their  purchase  of  librarian 
reference  material  for  children's  books. 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Horner  has  again  given  a  generous  gift  to  the 
Library  Trust  Fund  in  memory  of  his  grandfather,  J.  Ben  Hart.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1976 

As  predicted,  1976  has  certainly  been  a  memorable  one, 
one  with  many  new  experiences  for  me  as  well  as  our  town.  I 
would  like  to  thank  one  and  all  for  the  courtesies  you  have 
shown  me  and  the  many  outsiders  who  had  occasion  to  visit 
New  Castle  during  her  Bicentenniel  Year. 

Another  year  has  passed  with  no  injuries  or  fatalities  on 
our  streets  or  highways.  There  was  a  tragic  accident  at  the 
Coast  Guard  Station  which  claimed  the  lives  of  two  young 
Coast  Guardsmen.  This  accident,  as  most,  is  directly  at- 
tributable to  driving  faster  than  conditions  permit.  We  have  in 
New  Castle  a  great  many  who  drive  with  no  thought  of  possible 
emergencies  such  as  mechanical  failure,  slippery  roads  or 
children  darting  in  front  of  their  automobile  and  when  you  have 
"YOUR"  accident  the  few  minutes  you  save  will  not  seem  very 
important. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  calls  I  have  responded  to  during 
the  year  and  although  it  appears  as  though  we  have  a  major 
problem  in  Vandalism  and  Theft,  when  we  compare  our  figures 
with  those  of  surrounding  towns  and  consider  that  "their 
troublemakers"  either  have  automobiles  or  easy  access  to  one 
I  feel  that  we  are  very  fortunate  that  we  have  so  few  of  these 
complaints.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Recreation  Building 
in  the  Great  Island  Common,  in  said  New  Castle,  on  Tuesday, 
the  eighth  day  of  March,  1977  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  polls  for  the  election  of  Town  Officers  and  Ballot  Ar- 
ticles will  be  open  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  shall  not  be 
closed  before  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  officers,  committees, 
boards  and  others  heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  make  ap- 
propriation for  the  same. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  incur  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  year 
1977  upon  credit  of  the  Town,  and  to  issue  its  notes  therefor  in 
accordance  with  the  Municipal  Finance  Act. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  of  one 
percent  ( 1%)  made  to  those  persons  who  shall  pay  their  real  es- 
tate taxes  within  a  reasonable  time  after  they  have  received 
notice  of  the  real  estate  taxes  assessed  against  them  and  to  fix 
the  time  within  which  such  discount  shall  be  allowed. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Town  Road  Aid 
from  the  State  for  the  construction  of  Town  roads  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  necessary  sums  of  money  therefor. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  to  continue 
membership  in  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  to  support  the  aid 
given  to  New  Castle  residents  by  the  Area  Homemaker-Home 
Health  Aide  Service. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Five  Hundred  Twenty-Eight  Dollars  and  Sixty  Cents 
($528.60)  to  finance  studies  to  be  conducted  by  the 
Southeastern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion. (These  monies  will  be  used  for  financing  planning  studies 
which  must  be  approved  by  the  Southeastern  N.H.  Regional 
Planning  Commission.  These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunc- 
tion with  other  State  and  Federal  funds  available  for  planning 
purposes.) 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Eighty-Seven  Dollars  and  Fifty 
Cents  ($1,087.50)  to  the  Portsmouth  Community  Health  Ser- 
vices, Inc.  to  provide  home  nursing  services  to  residents  of 
New  Castle.  (The  above  sum  based  upon  One  Dollar  Twenty- 
Five  Cents  ($1.25)  per  capita  yearly.) 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($250.00)  to  be  used  by 
the  Archive  and  Record  Committee  for  further  restoration  of 
ancient  Town  records. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Nine  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($950.00)  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Seacoast  Regional  Counseling  Center.  (This  figure 
is  based  upon  population  and  usage  of  New  Castle  residents.) 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  One  Hundred  Ninety-Eight 
Dollars  and  Ninety-Five  Cents  ($3,198.95).  This  represents 
payment  for  time  due  and  not  taken  by  former  Police  Chief, 
Henry  Greenberg. 
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14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,200.00)  to 
hook  up  the  Town  Hall  and  new  fire  station  to  the  new  sewer. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  Five  Thou- 
sand Eight  Hundred  Ninety  Five  Dollars  and  Thirty-Seven 
Cents  ($5,895.37)  for  use  as  a  set  off  against  budgeted  ap- 
propriations of  the  Police  Department  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  this  amount  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  es- 
tablished under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  appoint  a 
Deputy  Treasurer  in  accordance  with  the  Provisions  of  New

the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  to  fund  labor,  equip- 
ment, and  materials  to  conduct  a  Mosquito  Breeding  Site  Sur- 
vey during  the  summer  of  1977  and  report  the  findings  to  the 
Selectmen.  Each  community  decides  on  whatever  it  wishes  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  its  abatement  program.

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Water 
District  and  reorganize  it  under  a  Public  Works  Department, 
and  combine  the  Sewer  District  activities. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Fifty  Seven  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Twenty-Five 
Dollars  ($57,325.00)  for  replacing  the  existing  water  lines  on 
Cape  Road  and  Oliver  Street  with  8"  water  lines.  This  sum  in- 
cludes twenty-two  (22)  service  lines  from  the  main  to  the  curb 
stop.

and  to  add  a  sentence,  "A.  The  Flood  Hazard  Area  Boundary 
shall  be  as  shown  on  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development,  Federal  Insurance  Administration,  Flood 
Hazard  Boundary  Map  for  Town  of  New  Castle,  H-01,  Com- 
munity No.  330135A  dated  May  31,  1974  and  revised 
December  3,  1976.";  and 

an  amendment  to  Section  IV  A  by  adding  the  following:  "1. 
Land  in  the  Flood  Hazard  Area  may  be  used  to  help  fulfill  the 
dimensional  requirements  of  land  not  so  zoned.  2.  All  construc- 
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tion  which  would  result  in  human  occupancy  is  by  Special  Ex- 
ception of  the  Board  of  Adjustment.  3.  A  Special  Exception  for 
construction  in  the  Flood  Hazard  Area  shall  be  granted  if  all  of 
the  following  conditions  are  met:  a.  The  use  is  one  permitted  in 
the  underlying  zoning  district,  b.  All  required  state  and  federal 
permits  have  been  received,  c.  All  new  construction  and  sub- 
stantial improvements,  including  the  placement  of 
prefabricated  buildings,  shall:  i.  be  designed  (or  modified)  and 
adequately  anchored  to  prevent  flotation,  collapse,  or  lateral 
movement  of  the  structure;  ii.  be  constructed  with  materials 
and  utility  equipment  resistant  to  flood  damage;  and  iii.  be  con- 
structed by  methods  and  practices  that  minimize  flood 
damage,  d.  All  new  construction  and  substantial  im- 
provements of  residential  structures  shall  have  the  lowest 
floor,  including  the  basement,  if  any,  above  the  base  flood  level. 
All  nonresidential  structures  shall  have  the  lowest  floor(s) 
(including  basements)  elevated  or  flood  proofed  to  or  above 
the  base  flood  level,  e.  In  addition  to  the  previous  re- 
quirements, areas  subject  to  wave  action  (Fort  Point  to  Jerry's 
Point,  ocean  side),  shall  also  meet  the  following  requirements: 
i.  All  residential  construction  shall  be  located  landward  of  the 
reach  of  mean  high  tide.  ii.  All  new  construction  and  substantial 
improvements  shall  be  elevated  on  adequate  pilings  or 
columns  so  that  the  lowest  portion  of  the  structural  members 
of  the  lowest  floor  (excluding  the  pilings  or  columns)  is  above 
the  base  flood  level,  iii.

sentence,  to  read:  "The  Town  is  hereby  divided  into  areas  as 
shown  upon  a  zoning  map,  dated  1977,  hereby  incorporated  by 
reference  and  made  a  part  hereof.";  and 

to  amend  further  Section  I,  second  sentence,  by  adding  an  area 
"E.  Future  Development  District"  to  designated  areas;  and 

to  amend  Section  II  by  adding,  "E,  Future  Development  is  in- 
tended to  permit  a  variety  of  uses  in  reasonable  harmony  with 
the  existing  residential  districts,  on  land  now  largely  un- 
developed or  in  resort  use.";  and 

to  amend  present  Section  III  A  to  read:  "B.  The  Residential  Dis- 
trict is  bounded  as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  shoreline  of  the 
Piscataqua  River  at  a  point  being  the  extension  of  Wentworth 
Road;  thence  Southerly  along  the  Westerly  side  of  said 
Wentworth  Road  to  its  junction  with  Pit  Lane;  thence  following 
along  the  Northerly  side  of  Pit  Lane  to  the  land  of  the  Town  of 
New  Castle,  being  the  stone  pit  lot;  thence  Southerly  along  the 
Easterly  side  of  said  stone  pit  to  land  of  Bertha  White  and  con- 
tinuing along  the  same  direction  to  Lavenger's  Creek;  thence 
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downstream  along  said  creek  to  its  junction  with  the  back 
channel;  thence  following  along  the  shoreline  of  Great  Island 
Northerly  and  Easterly  to  the  point  of  beginning,  excluding 
however  the  Commercial  District  described  in  the  following 
subsection.";  and 

to  amend  present  Section  III  C  to  read:  "D.  Oceanside  and 
Beach  District  is  bounded  as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  junction 
of  Wentworth  Road  and  Walbach  Street;  thence  Northerly  to 
the  Piscataqua  River;  thence  following  Easterly  around  Fort 
Point  and  continuing  Southerly  along  the  shoreline  to  Jerry's 
Point;  thence  Westerly  along  the  North  Shore  of  Little  Harbor 
to  a  point  seven  hundred  (700)  feet  Westerly  of  the  boundary 
line  of  Fort  Stark;  thence  due  North  to  a  point  located  five  hun- 
dred (500)  feet  Southwest  of  Wild  Rose  Lane;  thence 
Northwesterly  and  five  hundred  (500)  feet  from  Wild  Rose 
Lane  to  Wentworth  Road  thence  Northerly  along  the  Easterly 
side  of  said  road  to  the  point  of  beginning";  and  to  add  a  new 
section,  "e.  The  Future  Development  District  includes  all  the 
other  areas  within  the  confines  of  the  Town.";  and 

to  amend  Section  IV  by  adding  a  new  section  to  read:  "E.  In  the 
Future  Development  District,  the  following  regulations  shall  be 
in  force:  L  Land  in  this  district  may  be  used  as  permitted  in  the 
Residential  and  Oceanside  and  Beach  Districts  if  the  re- 
quirements of  the  subdivision  regulations  and  other  pertinent 
municipal  ordinances  are  met.  2.  If  land  in  this  district  is  to  be 
used  for  other  permitted  uses  as  shown  in  this  subsection  E, 
the  procedure  for  Special  Exceptions  shall  be  followed.  3.  No 
mobile  home,  trailer  camp,  overnight  cabins,  rooming  and 
boarding  house,  public  dance  hall,  roller  skating  rink,  bowling 
alley,  penny  arcade  or  gambling  facility  shall  be  conducted  or 
maintained  in  the  Future  Development  District.  Nor  shall  any

cupation, the  general  nature  of  which  is  noisy,  or  odoriferous, 
or  likely  to  cause  vibrations,  fumes,  smoke  or  is  otherwise  ob- 
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jectionable  be  maintained  or  conducted  in  this  district.  4.  If  land 
in  tiiis  idstrict  is  to  be  used  for  purposes  permitted  by  right  or 
by  Special  Exception,  and  the  following  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion permitting  "clustering"  are  to  be  utilized,  then  the  propos- 
ed plans  shall  first  be  presented  to  the  Planning  Board  for 
review  under  pertinent  portions  of  the  subdivision  regulations 
and/or  the  site  plan  review  regulations,  as  may  be  appropriate.

Are  architecturally  compatible  with  the  other  structures 
in  the  development.  8.  Swimming  pools  and  other  supportive 
recreation  facilities  are  permitted.  9.  Any  development  planned 
for  other  than  residential  purposes  shall  include  no  less  than 
ten  acres  of  contiguous  land  provided  that  development  on  any 
island  other  than  Great  Island  shall  include  the  entire  island. 
Public  roads  shall  not  be  deemed  to  divide  acreage  for  this  pur- 
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pose.  10.  A  minimum  of  twenty  per  cent  of  such  land  shall  be 
suitable  for  active  outdoor  recreation  such  as  field  sports  and 
shall  be  set  aside  for  such  purposes  subject  to  subsection  13  of 
this  section.  Parking  areas,  vehicle  access  facilities  and  exter- 
nal boundary  setbacks  shall  not  be  considered  a  part  of  this  ac- 
tive recreational  open  space.

In  the  event  the  planned  develop- 
ment contains  a  common  open  space  of  one  acre  or  more, 
regardless  of  the  form  of  ownership  of  the  remainder,  the 
following  provisions  shall  apply:  a.  In  addition  to  any  applicable 
provision  of  RSA  479:1-28  inclusive,  common  open  space  area 
shall  mean  a  parcel  of  land  or  area  of  water,  or  combination 
thereof,  designed  and  intended  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment 
of  the  residents  or  patrons  of  the  planned  development,  b. 
Areas  devoted  to  street  rights-of-way,  vehicular  parking  or 
utility  services  shall  not  be  considered  as  common  open  space, 
c.  Common  open  space  areas  must  be  used  for  amenity  or 
recreational  purposes  and  must  be  suitably  landscaped  ex- 
cept that  areas  containing  natural  features  worthy  of  preserva- 
tion may  be  kept  unimproved.  Common  open  space  areas  may 
contain  accessory  structures  and  improvements  necessary 
and  appropriate  for  educational,  recreational,  cultural  or  social 
uses.  Facilities  devoted  to  such  uses  may  be  operated  on  a 
membership  basis  whereby  membership  is  open  to  residents 
or  patrons  of  the  planned  development.  13.  Common  open 
space  will  be  preserved  in  perpetuity  by  restrictive  covenant 
which  shall  be  enforceable  by  any  citizen  of  New  Castle  or  by 
the  Town  of  New  Castle  and  such  common  open  space  shall  be 
owned  by  one  of  the  following:  a.  A  private,  non-profit  corpora- 
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tion,  association  or  other  non-profit  legal  entity  established  by 
the  applicant  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  the  residents  of 
the  planned  development,  and  over  which  residents  of  the 
planned  development  have  control.  (For  example,  a  con- 
dominium agreement  or  homeowners'  association.)  b.  A  public 
body  which  shall  maintain  the  land  as  open  space  for  the 
benefit  of  the  general  public.  (For  example,  the  Town  of  New 
Castle.)  c.  A  private,  non-profit,  organization  which  has  a  pur- 
pose the  preservation  of  open  space  through  ownership  and 
control,  provided,  however,  that  the  residents  of  the  planned 
development  have  access  to  the  common  operi  space  for  ap- 
propriate recreational  uses.  (For  example,  the  Audubon  Socie- 
ty of  New  Hampshire.)  14.  Whether  or  not  actual  subdivision  of 
the  tract  is  contemplated,  all  pertinent  portions  of  the  subdivi- 
sion regulations  shall  be  complied  with,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  filing  of  a  bond  for  improvements,  and  the 
preliminary  and  final  plats.  In  the  event  that  the  planned 
development  is  designed  in  such  a  fashion  that  individual  struc- 
tures and  the  land  upon  which  they  are  sited  could  be  sold 
separately,  a  plot  plan  shall  be  drawn  up  demonstrating  a 
logical  method  of  doing  so  which  would  provide  front,  side  and 
rear  yards  as  required  herein,  in  addition  at  least  twenty  feet 
frontage  on  a  street  or  in  a  fifty  foot  right  of  way  used  as  a 
street,  no  portion  of  which  shall  lie  in  a  required  yard.  15.  Im- 
provements serving  more  than  one  dwelling  unit,  whether  or 
not  dedication  to  the  town  is  intended,  shall  be  constructed  to 
town  specifications.  Such  improvements  shall  include,  but  are 
noi  limited  to,  streets,  sidewalks,  and  storm  drainage  systems. 
16.  It  is  recommended  where  possible  that  all  electrical  and 
telephone  transmission  lines  shall  be  located  at  least  15  inches 
underground.  "As  built"  plans  shall  be  filed  with  the  Planning 
Board  upon  completion  of  such  installations.  17.  Water  supply 
shall  be  provided  with  a  minimum  pressure  of  40  pounds  per 
square  inch  at  all  times,  with  a  sustained  flow  of  at  least  3 
gallons  per  minute  per  dwelling  unit.  18.  The  frontage  re- 
quirements of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  except  that  at  least 
two  hundred  feet  of  frontage  on  a  state  or  town  road  shall  be 
provided  for  each  development  for  access.  Even  though  on  a 
town  road,  all  intersections  shall  meet  the  design  and  sight  line 
standards  set  forth  for  state  highways  in  "Policy  and  Procedure 
for  Driveway  and  Other  Access  to  the  State  Highway  System"

Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways,  June  1972. 19.  In 
order  to  preserve  the  New  England  character  of  the  town, 
architecture  shall  be  compatible  with  the  existing  architecture 
of  the  town.  20.  Exhibits  shall  include  all  those  required  by  the 
subdivision  regulations  and  zoning  ordinance  as  applicable.  In 
addition,  the  preliminary  and  final  plats  for  all  proposed  struc- 
tures and  improvements  shall  show  the  number,  type,  location, 
size  and  elevations  of  all  buildings;  number  and  type  of  dwelling 
units;  number,  type,  location  and  size  of  structures  designed 
for  other  permitted  uses  and  all  elevations  thereof;  location  and 
number  of  parking  spaces;  location  of  common  open  spaces;

43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  optional  fiscal 
year  in  accordance  with  New  Hampshire  RSA  31:94a,  which 
provides  for  a  single  eighteen  month  accounting  period  run- 
ning from  January  first  of  the  calendar  year  following  adoption

following  year. 

44.  On  Petition  of  Eugene  Morrill  and  ten  other  legal 
voters  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Budget  Law.  (Which  law  establishes  a  Town  Budget 
committee  whose  duties  deal  generally  with  preparation  and 
submission  of  budgets  for  annual  or  special  meetings  of  the 
Town.) 

45.  If  the  vote  of  the  foregoing  article  is  affirmative;  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  set  the  number  of  members-at-large  of 
the  said  Budget  Committee  at  three. 

46.  If  the  votes  on  the  two  preceeding  articles  are  affir- 
mative; to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Moderator  to  appoint  the  said  members-at-large  of  the  Budget 
Committee. 

47.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
RECREATION  COMMISSION 


It  is  the  policy  of  this  Commission  to  share  the  use  of  the 
Common  with  surrounding  Communities.  The  primary  reason 
for  this  policy  is  that  New  Castle  children  participate  in 
scheduled,  organized  sport  activities  in  other  communities. 
New  Castle  children  are  active  in  baseball,  football  and  basket- 
ball programs  conducted  in  the  Towns  of  Rye  and  Portsmouth. 
In  an  effort  to  reciprocate  for  the  privileges  that  have  been  ex- 
tended to  our  children,  the  Recreation  Commission  has  reserv- 
ed the  Common  for  use  by  non-resident  municipal,  civic, 
church,  school  and  athletic  groups.  During  the  period  May  16, 
1975  to  June  30,  1976,  the  Commission  honored  reservation 
for  4,497  non-New  Castle  residents. 

During  the  summer,  the  baseball  field  is  reserved  four 
nights  a  week  for  the  Portsmouth  Central  Little  League  and 
twice  a  week  for  the  Portsmouth  Women's  Softball  Team.  For 
the  last  two  winters,  the  gym  has  been  reserved  every  Friday 
night  for  the  Seacoast  Women's  Volleyball  League.  The  New 
Castle  Boys  Basketball  Team  is  composed  of  boys  from  New 
Castle,  Rye  and  Portsmouth.  The  last  three  summer 
playground  supervisors  have  been  non-New  Castle  residents, 
who  were  committed  to  intertown  activities  and  the  sharing  of 
recreation  facilities.  Two  members  of  this  Commission  are  of- 
ficials of  the  Portsmouth  Central  Little  League  and  coaches  in 
area  basketball  leagues.  The  Portsmouth  Recreation  Depart- 
ment has  given  this  Commission  considerable  guidance  and 
help  in  establishing  various  programs.  Hopefully,  the  rapport 
between  the  area  recreation  departments  will  continue  and  not 
be  subjected  to  political  pressure. 

This  winter  an  eight  Team  Seacoast  Basketball  League 
was  started  for  teenage  boys.  Teams  in  the  League  are  from 
Dover,  Exeter,  Pease  AFB,  New  Castle,  Newmarket  and 
Portsmouth.  The  New  Castle  Team  is  sponsored  by  the  New 
Castle  Congregational  Church  and  is  actively  supported  by  the 
Portsmouth  Recreation  Department  and  the  New  Castle 
Recreation  Commission. 
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New  Castle  has  been  invited  to  join  the  Seacoast  Tennis 
Program.  This  Program  will  consist  of  four  parts: 

A.  Group  Instruction  -  to  consist  of  from  4-8  students  with 
separate  groups  for  children  and  adults  arranged  according  to 
ability. 

B.  Instructional  Round  Robins  -  to  provide  each  player  to 
utilize  what  they  have  learned  in  actual  play  plus  receive  ad- 
ditional instruction. 

C.  Inter-Town  Tennis  League  -  provide  competition 
between  the  best  players  from  each  town. 

D.  Youth  Development  Program  -  children  (ages  8-18) 
will  be  eligible  to  join  the  National  Junior  Tennis  League. 

This  League  will  provide  free  instruction  and  free  equip- 
ment and  will  consist  of  instruction,  drill,  practices  and  team 
matches. 

Again,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  B.  Smith  graciously  provided 
the  pool  for  the  summer  swimming  lessons. 

Total  expenditures  in  1976  were  less  than  proposed  costs. 
There  will  be  no  increase  in  the  1977  Budget.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS  1976 

This  report  customarily  reviews  the  past  years' 
achievements.  The  Water  Department  feels  that  these  have 
been  all  to  evident  during  the  summer  with  the  installation  of 
the  sewer,  and  the  resulting  replacement  of  many  service  lines 
and  temporary  water  flow.  The  Department  therefore  wishes 
to  impress  upon  the  voters  the  real  need  to  pass  the  Water  Ar- 
ticle in  the  Warrant.  The  pipes  along  Cape  Road  and  Oliver 
Street  are  so  choked  with  heavy  rust  that  the  Fire  Chief  reports 
hydrant  flow  registers  zero  on  the  gauge  making  this  part  of 
Town  a  definite  fire  hazard.  Water  pressure  for  the  home 
owner  is  not  up  to  standard  fire  insurance  regulations  and  com- 
plaints have  been  received  pertaining  to  rusty  water.  These 
faults  can  only  be  eliminated  by  installation  of  new  8"  lines.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND  TOWN 
FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Depart- 
ment has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility. 
Local  authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the  State 
Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden 
and  several  other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens 
to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  out- 
side fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing 
a  written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at 
such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire 
organization  in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and  equip- 
ment for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in 
one  of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United 
States  for  the  past  20  years.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Fire  Department  answered  12  calls  this  past  year  and 
fortunately  none  of  the  fires  were  of  a  serious  nature. 

In  September  the  Insurance  Services  Office  sent  a  grading 
engineer  to  evaluate  the  Town's  Fire  Department  and  water 
system.  He  informed  us  that  due  to  the  improvements  in  the 
Department  that  the  Town's  rating  would  improve,  but  as  of 
this  date  no  word  has  been  received  on  the  results  of  this  sur- 
vey and  if  the  insurance  rate  would  be  affected. 

In  order  to  maintain  adequate  fire  protection  for  the 
Town,  and  insure  proper  manning  when  the  alarm  sounds,  we 
request  that  all  able  citizens  of  the  Town  consider  becoming 
members  of  the  department.  At  present  we  have  14  trained 
personnel  on  the  rolls.  We  should  have  between  25  and  30  ac- 
tive trained  members.  This  is  the  only  way  we  can  be  assured 
that  the  equipment  will  be  fully  manned  when  needed. 

Presently  we  are  conducting  training  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Mondays  of  each  month.  Each  session  is  repeated  on 
Thursday  of  the  same  week  enabling  anyone  who  misses  or 
cannot  attend  on  Monday  evenings,  to  receive  the  training. 

If  the  rolls  of  the  Department  continue  to  drop  in  numbers, 
the  Town  will  be  forced  to  consider  other  means  of  providing 
adequate  manning  of  the  equipment.  Some  of  these  are: 
employing  call  personnel  from  outside  the  Town.  Full  time  per- 
sonnel or  contracting  of  services  all  of  which  will  prove  to  be 
very  expensive.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  best  solution  to  the 
manning  problem  is  to  increase  the  size  of  the  present  force 
with  people  within  the  Town.  Two  nights  a  month  spent  train- 
ing is  really  a  small  price  to  pay  considering  that  it  will  provide 
better  fire  protection  for  the  Town  and  help  keep  the  tax  bill 
down.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

At  our  January  meeting,  owners  of  the  Wentworth  Hotel 
appeared  before  the  Board  to  present  a  letter  asking 
preliminary  approval  for  300  units  either  as  townhouses,  con- 
dominiums or  an  addition  to  the  hotel,  as  well  as  permission  to 
replace  the  hotel  in  like  manner  if  it  has  to  be  demolished.  The 
Planning  Board  having  no  power  under  our  current 
regulations,  the  request  was  denied. 

This  request  and  a  number  of  concerns  of  the  Building  In- 
spector caused  the  Planning  Board  to  spend  most  of  its 
meeting  time,  as  well  as  several  workshops,  upon  recommen- 
dations for  extensive  changes  in  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Planners  from  the  Southeastern  New  Hampshire  Regional 
Planning  Commission  met  with  us  at  four  of  these  meetings 
and  were  an  excellent  source  of  help  in  our  deliberations,  in 
working  up  revised  zoning  ordinance  incorporating  our 
recommendations,  and  as  a  source  of  information  on  re- 
quirements under  New  Hampshire  statutes  as  to  our  method 
of  procedure. 

Douglas  Woodward,  our  vice  chairman,  has  prepared 
maps  to  be  used  at  our  public  hearings  dealing  with  zoning 
changes;  has  worked  with  the  selectmen  to  see  that  the  flood 
hazard  area  map  has  been  revised  to  fit  the  Town's  hazard 
area;  has  consulted  with  the  selectmen  and  the  contractors  on 
the  base  map  and  the  tax  map.  The  base  map  and  the  tax  map 
will  be  completed  shortly  and,  upon  completion,  we  are 
recommending  that  all  residences  be  numbered  for  safety 
reasons. 

Peter  Flewelling  has  been  our  Board's  representative  on 
the  Town  buildings'  committee.  Carter  Ruggles  consulted  with 
the  Police  Chief  and  others  regarding  our  Town  Ordinances 
and  his  report  was  given  to  the  Selectmen.  George  Pitts  has 
been  a  source  of  information  to  the  Board  on  sewer  matters, 
historic  district,  streets  and  recording  of  street  lines.  Charles 
Brothwell  is  our  Board  representative  to  work  with  the 
Cemetery  Trustees;  Peter  Gamester,  our  Selectman  represen- 
tative; and  I  have  coordinated  the  Board's  decisions  into  the 
finished  recommendations,  for  posting  and  advertising. 

In  addition  to  our  first  public  hearing  which  was  continued 
to  an  additional  evening  in  order  to  hear  from  more  residents, 
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the  Planning  Board  held  a  joint  public  hearing  with  the  Referral 
Committee  of  the  Southeastern  New  Hampshire  Regional 
Planning  Commission  at  which  time  the  applicants  for  Fort 
Stark  appeared. 

The  Board  welcomes  recommendations  of  all  citizens  to 
help  it  in  carrying  out  its  duties.  We  meet  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  each  month  except  August  at  7  p.m.  in  the  Town  Hall.

TOWN  BUILDING  REPORT 

This  report  is  my  personal  report  because  the  entire  com- 
mittee, which  was  formed  to  consider  town  property,  has 
never  met.  However,  in  preparation  for  our  first  meeting,  a  sub- 
stantial amount  of  statistical  information  was  gathered  and 
from  that  I  make  the  following  report: 

TOWN  HALL:  The  building  condition  is  such  that  it  needs 
major  repairs  and  remodeling  which  would  cost  in  excess  of 
$100,000.00  in  order  to  bring  it  up  to  code  and  operating  ef- 
ficiency. It  offers  no  historical  or  architectural  heritage  that  can 
not  be  preserved  by  written  or  photographic  record. 
Therefore,  my  recommendation  is  that  it  be  totally  replaced 
with  a  new  structure  that  is  more  accessable  and  efficient  in 
operation.  The  replacement  cost  would  be  equal  to  or  less  than 
the  remodeling  cost. 

OLD  FIRE  STATION:  This  structure  is  repairable  for  a 
relatively  small  expenditure  and  could  serve  very  well  as 
facilities  for  our  Sewer  Department  and  Police  Department. 
Half  of  the  building  could  be  used  for  storage  of  sewer 
hardware,  or  as  garage  for  our  Police  auto. 

LIBRARY  BUILDING:  I  met  with  the  Library  Trustees  to 
inspect  the  structure.  The  Library  Trustees  will  be  making 
some  recommendations  based  on  our  meeting.  There  are  four 
items  that  need  immediate  attention: 

L  Installation  of  Toilet  Room.  2.  Replacement  of  lighting 
fixtures.  3.  Repair  of  entrance  steps,  and  4.  Painting  of  exterior 
of  the  building.

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REPORT  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  TO 

SOUTHEASTERN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  continued  participation  of  New  Castle  in  the 
Southeastern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission 
has  benefited  the  Town  in  several  directions.  These  directions 
are  available  from  the  Commission's  trained  planners,  who 
have  been  working  with  other  Regional  members  and  who  are 
extremely  knowledgeable  in  the  development  of  Federal  and 
State  Regulations. 

The  Staff  of  the  Commission  assisted  the  Selectmen  and 
Planning  Board  on  the  following: 

A  -  A  request  for  funds  to  Community  Development  to 
replace  water  main  found,  during  construction  of  New  Castle 
Sewer  System,  to  be  in  such  bad  condition  it  would  not  provide 
adequate  water  for  future  fire  protection  and  citizen  personal 
use.  As  a  part  of  this  application,  the  Staff  prepared  a  Housing 
Assistance  Plan  for  the  Town. 

B  -  Assisted  in  the  preparation  of  a  Revised  Zoning  Or- 
dinance due  to  the  installation  of  public  sewer  system. 

C  -  Fort  Stark,  a  Naval  Reserve  Training  facility  in  New 
Castle,  is  about  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  General  Services  Ad- 
ministration. A  joint  public  hearing  was  held  November  23, 
1976  at  the  New  Castle  Town  Hall  by  the  New  Castle  Planning 
Board  and  the  Southeastern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Plan- 
ning Commission  Referral  Board.  A  large  group  of  concerned 
citizens  attended  to  hear  the  proposed  plans  of: 

1.  The  New  Castle  School  Board/University  of  New 
Hampshire  for  use  in  their  Educational  Programs. 

2.  New  England  College,  for  similar  purposes. 

3 .  The  City  of  Portsmouth  Board  of  Education  for  use  as  a 
Vocational  training  site  for  marine- related  trades. 

4.  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  a  State  Park. 

As  noted  in  the  1975  Annual  Report,  membership  in  the 
Commission  gives  New  Castle  a  voice  and  a  vote  on  planning 
projects  for  the  entire  Region.  New  Castle  is  fortunate  to  be  a 
part  of  this  professional  and  independent  local  agency.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BICENTENNIAL  COMMISSION 

The  undertaking  of  the  New  Castle  Bicentennial  commis- 
sion in  January  1976  was  to  complete  the  suggested  three-part 
program  of  the  National  Bicentennial  Committee  by  having  a 
fun  project  in  the  way  of  a  Home-coming  Birthday  Party  at  the 
Common  on  July  18,  1976.  Parts  one  and  two  had  previously 
been  completed  in  the  reenactment  of  the  taking  of  Fort 
William  and  Mary  and  the  establishment  of  a  lasting  memorial 
in  the  creation  of  the  Nature  Trail  at  the  common. 

At  the  March  Meeting,  the  town  voted  the  sum  of  $150  for 
current  expenses  of  the  Commission,  and  $500  for  matching 
funds  to  be  used  in  town. 

Through  money  making  programs  and  projects  from 
January  through  June,  involving  efforts  on  the  part  of  nearly  all 
the  townspeople,  enough  money  was  realized  to  begin  our 
birthday  celebrations  with  a  street  dance  the  evening  of  July 
17th.  The  July  18th  program  began  with  a  Sunday  Church  Ser- 
vice, followed  by  the  "best  parade  New  Castle  has  ever  had" 
which  led  to  the  Common.  A  rededication  service  was  held  at 
the  John  Cabana,  Jr.  flagpole,  followed  by  a  catered  dinner 
where  a  huge  cake  in  the  form  of  a  red,  white  and  blue  quilt  was 
served  by  the  Church  Guild.  Then  came  games  and  crafts  for 
all. 

The  Commission  asked  Professor  Donald  Silva  if  he 
would  have  a  special  church  service  on  July  4th  which  proved 
very  interesting  and  appropriate.  The  school  children  and  the 
townspeople  signed  the  Rededication  Scrolls  which  were 
carried  to  Northwood  to  be  put  onto  the  Wagon  Train  passing 
through  on  its  way  to  Philadelphia  where  they  will  be  kept  with 
other  national  papers. 

Through  the  use  of  the  matching  funds,  the  commission 
was  able  to  extend  Parts  one  and  two  of  the  Bicentennial 
programs  and  establish  the  Bicentennial  Memorial  Park.  This 
park  is  beside  the  Town  Hall  and  has  three  benches.  Also,  a 
bulletin  board  was  put  up  and  a  bench  beside  the  Post  Office. 
Bulbs  were  also  furnished  to  the  school  children  to  plant  at  the 
entrance  to  the  island  and  at  the  park. 

At  a  Fall  meeting  of  the  Bicentennial  Commission,  it  was 
voted  to  close  activities  for  the  year  and  should  the  town  so 
vote,  the  use  of  the  balance  in  the  treasury,  after  all  the  bills  are 
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paid,  be  put  into  a  trust  fund  under  town  jurisdiction  for  the 
care  and  upkeep  of  the  Bicentennial  Memorial  Park  with  the 
suggested  committee  in  charge:  John  Cabana,  Chairman; 
Mildred  Hayden  and  George  Bridle. 

The  community  cooperation  and  spirit  were  tremendous 
and  I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  have  served  as  the  Chair- 
man of  this  Commission.

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TOWN  HISTORIAN 
ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1976 

The  Town  Historian  can  report  an  accomplishing  year  in 
the  ordering  and  organization  of  the  town  archives  and 
records.  This  is  due  principally  to  the  many  hours  of  faithful 
and  efficient  work  contributed  by  members  of  the  Archives  and 
Records  Committee.  Four  members  worked  every  Monday 
morning  at  the  Town  Hall  office  and  contributed  hundreds  of 
hours  of  other  times.  Cynthia  Thomas  and  Mary  White  are 
making  progress  in  the  time  consuming  task  of  combining 
numerous  separate  lists  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  into 
one  master  file,  with  cross  references. 

Geraldine  Woodward  has  completed  making  notes  of  sub- 
ject matters  from  all  of  the  books  of  records  since  1693,  and 
from  the  thousands  of  "fragments"  which  are  filed 
chronologically.  We  have  had  preliminary  consultation  with 
the  N.H.  Historical  Society  concerning  the  next  steps 
necessary  in  preparation  for  the  making  of  an  index  of  the 
material  in  our  archives. 

Microfilming  of  all  the  archives  and  records  which  had  not 
been  filmed  in  1950  was  done  by  the  Genealogical  Society  of 
the  Church  of  Latter  Day  Saints  in  January,  1976.  All  books 
and  papers  in  the  town  records  from  1693  to  1900  are  now 
recorded  on  film  and  the  11  reels  are  on  loan  at  the  N.H.  State 
Library,  where  they  are  available  for  viewing  by  any  interested 
person.  When  New  Castle  gets  a  microfilm  viewer,  these  films 
will  be  available  for  viewing  here  in  the  town.  The  filming  of  the 
records  was  done  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

Probably  due  to  interest  in  the  Bicentennial,  1976  saw  in- 
creased correspondence  from  people  trying  to  find  out  about 
their  ancestors.  Several  students  came  to  the  Historian  to  get 
information  for  papers  they  were  writing.  The  Historian  was 
one  of  the  speakers  at  the  250th  anniversary  of  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Town  of  Rye.  She  spoke  of  the  historical  period 
before  1726,  when  most  of  the  present  Town  of  Rye,  was  part 
of  New  Castle,  We  continue  to  receive  requests  from  towns  in 
N.H.  and  Vt.  enquiring  about  our  project  for  archives  and 
records.  They  are  interested  in  our  objectives  and  methods. 

The  three  other  members  of  the  Archives  and  Records 
Committee  have  helped  in  many  ways,  looking  up  special  infor- 
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mation,  assisting  in  the  sale  of  New  Castle  books,  and  answer- 
ing questions  for  the  Historian  and  many  others.  Anna  White 
has  been  clipping  all  news  articles  concerning  the  town.  These, 
plus  a  complete  file  of  events  in  the  New  Castle  Bicentennial 
will  be  placed  in  the  permanent  files  for  the  use  of  future 
historians. 

The  committee  is  especially  grateful  to  Mrs.  Essie  Ricker 
Munro  for  all  the  information  she  has  so  willingly  provided  for 
us. 

We  are  also  grateful  to  Mr.  Alfred  Meloon  for  compling 
many  lists  of  people  and  places  in  the  town  in  the  early  part  of 
the  century.  The  lists  include  residents  of  all  the  houses  in 
town,  location  of  barns,  windmills,  wells,  etc.  Mr.  Meloon 
decorated  a  very  attractive  folder  to  contain  all  the  lists,  which 
will  be  of  value  to  future  historians. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  two  more  of  the  earliest 
volumes  of  town  records  were  restored  and  rebound  in  1976. 
All  of  these  records  belong  to  the  people  of  New  Castle,  and 
the  Historian  wishes  people  would  come  to  the  Archives  office 
in  the  Town  Hall  and  see  these  treasures  from  1693,  and  the 
organizing  being  done  by  the  Committee.  We  are  there  every 
Monday  morning  from  9  to  11.  If  that  is  not  a  convenient  time, 
Cynthia  Thomas  will  gladly  meet  anyone  at  the  office.  Just  call

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ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  New  Castle: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  fourth  Annual  Report  of  the 
New  Castle  School  District  since  the  district  became  a 
member  of  Supervisory  Union  52. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  past  year  has  been  a 
successful  one  for  the  education  of  New  Castle  students.  At 
the  elementary  level,  you  should  be  pleased  to  know  that  your 
children  have  the  benefit  of  very  good  teaching,  that  they  are 
provided  with  many  educationally  worthwhile  experiences  and 
that  each  student  is  treated  as  an  individual  and  the  program  of 
learning  is  adjusted  to  suit  the  particular  needs  of  the  child. 
Students  are  not  held  back  to  wait  for  others  and  each  is  urged 
to  do  their  very  best.  Your  support  of  the  educational  system 
has  allowed  specialists  to  be  employed  to  give  students  help  in 
various  areas  of  learning.  This  is  true  of  the  whole  program  and 
as  a  result  the  curriculum  in  New  Castle  gives  exposure  to  each 
student  of  a  wide  spectrum  of  subjects  and  allows  development 
of  a  whole  individual  to  better  prepare  themselves  for  further 
learning. 

The  present  school  year  is  the  last  year  of  the  contract 
between  the  New  Castle  School  District  and  the  Rye  School 
District  for  the  education  of  junior  high  students.  The  Rye 
Junior  High  School  has  a  curriculum  which  provides  a  good 
transition  step  between  the  elementary  school  and  the  high 
school.  The  junior  high  experience  gives  the  New  Castle  stu- 
dent the  opportunity  of  meeting  new  people,  of  becoming 
acclimated  to  a  schedule  of  changing  classes  and  an  exposure 
of  new  subjects  such  as  Home  Economics  and  Shop  which  can 
help  in  determining  the  subject  selection  at  the  high  school 
level. 

A  year  ago,  it  was  hoped  that  the  High  School  would  be  on 
single  sessions  by  the  start  of  the  past  Fall  semester.  This  did 
not  occur  and  we  look  forward  to  the  near  future  when  this 
transition  will  take  place.  A  single  session  school  provides  a 
more  normal  learning  environment  and  allows  greater  par- 
ticipation in  co-curricula  and  extra-curricula  activities.  The 
learning  environment  is  generally  better  in  the  morning  than  in 
late  afternoon.  This  should  be  of  benefit  to  your  students. 
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I  am  sure  you  are  aware  of  the  move  to  have  Portsmouth  a 
Supervisory  Union  by  themselves.  All  indications  tend  to  make 
me  believe  that  this  will  occur.  You  should  be  assured  that  any 
change  at  that  level  of  administration  will  not  necessarily  effect 
the  students  from  this  community.  Their  education  will 
proceed  and  grow,  as  it  has  in  the  past,  undeterred  by  ad- 
ministrative changes. 

It  has  again  been  my  pleasure  to  have  served  your  School 
Board  and  through  them,  your  community.  May  I  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  help  and  understanding  given  me  by  the 
citizens  of  the  community  and  the  School  Board  Members.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE  1977 

The  75/76  school  year  was  very  productive  for  both  staff 
and  students.  Late  last  winter  physical  exams  with  Dr. 
Gvozdenovic  were  made  available  to  all  the  students.  75%  of 
the  student  body  took  advantage  of  this  program. 

During  May  and  June,  with  the  help  of  the  principal,  a  sex 
education  course  was  introduced  to  grades  5  and  6.  The 
students  and  parents  were  very  much  in  favor  of  this  program. 

A  safety  course  was  carried  out  in  grades  1  and  2  with  the 
help  of  Police  Chief  Stan  Pridham. 

Late  in  the  spring  a  pre-school  vision  and  hearing  clinic 
and  registration  for  the  new  first  graders  was  held. 

We  have  also  tested  the  student's  eyes,  weighed  and 
measured  them,  and  did  strep  screening  when  needed. 

An  extensive  nutrition  program  is  being  carried  out  with 
Miss  White's  3rd  and  4th  graders,  to  end  with  a  school 
breakfast  in  January. 

The  Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center's  Mobile  hearing 
testing  van  tested  all  student's  and  staff's  hearing  early  in  Oc- 
tober of  1976.  Seven  students  were  sent  for  further  evaluation. 

I  have  gone  on  all  bus  field  trips  with  the  students  during 
the  past  year  with  no  injuries  and  only  minor  "motion  sickness" 
to  report. 

New  this  school  year,  was  the  Swine  Flu  vaccine  made 
available  to  first  graders  only.  We  attended  the  "flu  clinic"  with 
7  first  graders  at  Little  Harbour  School  this  December. 

Please  stop  in  and  see  what  progress  we've  made  in  health 
care  at  Maude  H.  Trefethen  School.  We  feel  the  future  of  our 
country's  health  depends  on  the  health  care  and  teaching  we 
give  our  children  now. 

I  wish  to  offer  my  thanks  to  those  staff  members  who  have 
helped  me  with  the  health  programs  during  '75  and  '76.
